Be It O rdained by C ity Council, City 
of B ryan: 
Section I. 
T h at it shall be unlaw ful 
for the ow ner nf any dog to perm it 
such dog to run a t larg e w ithin the 
co rp o rate lim its of the city of Bryan 
during th e m onths of Ju n e, July and 
A ugust un less such dog shall have on 
a m uzzle sufficient to keep said dog 
from biting. 
Sec. 2. 
T h at any person violating 
the preceding a rticle of th is ordinance 
shall be deem ed guilty of m isdem ean 
or, and, upon conviction, shall be fined 
in any sum not less th an one nor m ore 
th an one hundred d o llars: providing, 
how ever, th a t city a tto rn ey m ay dis 
m iss prosecution ag ain st person for 
violating th is ordinance 
upon 
th eir 
paym ent of th e ir im pounding fee here 
in after allow ed the city m arshal anti 
costs of such prosecution. 
Sec. 3. 
T h at it shall be the duty of 
th e city m arsh al or som e one depu­ 
tized by him to tak e up and im pound 
all dogs found ru n n in g a t large in vio­ 
lation of th is ordinance, and safely 
keep such dog for a period of forty- 
eight hours, and use diligence to a s­ 
c ertain the ow ner of sam e. If ow ner o* 
such dog cannot be ascertain ed , and 
no person ap p ears and claim s such dog 
and pays th e im pounding fee, w ithin 
forty-eight hours a fte r such dog is so 
im pounded, then it shall be presum ed 
th a t such dog is of no value to the 
ow ner, and it shall be th e duty of th e 
city m arsh al or som e one appointed 
for the purpose, to kill such dog in a 
m anner deem ed m ost practical. 
Sec. 4. 
F or every dog im pounded 
th e city m arsh al shall be entitled to 
an im pounding fee of one dollar, to be 
paid by th e ow ner of such 
dog 
im ­ 
pounded, and the fu rth e r sum of tw en­ 
ty-five cen ts for every dog killed in 
com pliance w ith th is o rd in an ce; and 
ail fees collected by th e m arsh al are 
to be applied by him to the paym ent 
of expenses incurred in tak in g up and 
im pounding such dog.
